Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 29, 30, 32-38, 41-45, 48-51, 55-57, 59-66 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for allowance is that prior art does not teach in combination with the other 
limitations, a circulating fluidized bed boiler having an oxygen transport 
membrane disposed in the fluidized bed such that a portion of heated solids flow 
over the outer walls of the membrane transferring heat thereto.
